Each Jowrnal index is arranged in one alphabetical list, 
as in an encyclopedia Thus, names of authors, of person- 
alities in the news, of places, and of organizations, are all 
mtermingled alphabetically with the subject headings

We are told that mony a person needing to use an index 
fumbles and wastes time ond patience because he is not 
thoroughly familiar with the alphabet, and that try as hard 
as he may, he can never gain the easy, instantaneous aware- 
ness of letter sequence possessed by those who chanted 
their ABCs in early childhood Such a person will hove 
to develop othér skills, concentration, and speed im reading, 
or keep a wruten alphabet on view. 


To help you find Jowrnal material on professional, edu- 
cational, clinical, and technical topics, thes index uses a 
rather large number of subject ings, which range from 


the quite general to the very specie For articles of a 
general mature look under the broader headings, such as 


Nursing, Circulatory system, Education or Safety.
